Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: Applicant requested clarification of the structural elements of the 
device of Levin and how they anticipate applicant's claim 1. Examiner acknowledged after a cursory review of the office 
action mailed 11/8/05 that the device of Levin did not contain flanges extending from walls 22 cited in said office action 
and thus does not anticipate claim 1 or any of the independent claims. Examiner suggested initially that applicant 
amend the specification and the independent claims to include language specifying the orientation of the flanges with 
respect to the body upon placement by the user, as after Examiner's initial search of the prior art of record, a device 
that anticipates the structure of applicant's device was not found, and also to overcome the 102 rejection over Levin. 
Applicant has support for such amendments in the drawings submitted. Applicant expressed concern that such an 
amendment will lead to a final rejection should new art be found. Examiner suggested as an alternative that no 
amendments be made at this time given that Levin does not truly anticipate applicant's independent claims and 
therefore will be removed as a primary reference in a subsequent office action, and that applicant may want to wait 
until after a second office action, which may acknowledge allowable subject matter. Examiner reminded Applicant that 
an allowance cannot be guaranteed at this time and that further search and consideration will be given upon receipt of 
any arguments or amendments. Applicant alerted Examiner to the possibility that new claims may be added that 
include the structural language that Examiner suggested. 
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
